ANNUAL MEETING 


A representative group of ratepay- 
ers attended the annual meeting of 
M. D. Bow Valley, held in the Memor- 
ial Hall Saturday afternoon with 
Reeve Harwood presiding.

eously. 
Re Weeds. Mr Siddam_ explained 


that an experimental farm to Kill 
weeds has been established at Dalroy. 

The Secretary’s report showed the 
M. D. to be $3000 stronger financially 
than at the end of 1940, with outstan- 
ding accounts, school requisitions 
and the tractor note all paid. 

The contract with the Strathmore 
Standard on motion of Messrs. Risdon 
and Jackson was unanimously renew- 


ed.

A very vital question near the close 
of the meeting was brought up re 
C. P. R. Water Contracts. This matter 
is of vital concern not only to farm- 
ers, but to everyone living in the dis- 
trict.

A special effort was made to contro] 
the weeds in the district but there is 
still much work to be done in this re- 
gard, roadsides are still badly over- 
grown with weeds and we would ask 
your fullest cooperation in keeping 
the roads clear of weeds.

Several meetings were atended in 
regard to the establishment of a Loc- 
al Health Unit but to date nothing def- 
inite has been done in this regard. 

Delegates from our district attend- 
ed the Annual Convention of Munici- 
pal Districts, at which time discussion 
was held in the matter of the Enlarg- 
ed Municipal Districts, this change 
appears to be coming in the near fu- 
ture, we would be glad to have your 
expressed opinion in this matter. 

The Municipal tractor has been 
completely overhauled and put into 
first class shape, the machine shed 
has also been re¢paired, it has been 
re-braced and placed on a_ concrete 
foundation, the doors were also brac- 
ed and the rollers repaired. 

The Government has introduced a 
plan whereby Municipalities will re= 
ceive dollar for dollar spent on the 
improvement of market roads, if this 
plan goes through the Council plan to 
gravel portions of the main market 
roads in each division. During the 
year two new bridges were put in by 
the Department of Public Works, 
both of these at Namaka, approval 
has also been given for the building 
of a new bridge crossing the Service- 
berry Creek on Section 25-24-26-w4 
in Division 6.

Opening Friday, March 6, the new 
Hirtle’s Theatre is a milestone in the 
business life of a town the size of 
Strathmore. It is a building which 
could not be improved on in many 
a targer centre, and is indeed as com- 
pletely remodelled as a new _ spring 
hat. 

As soon as you get in the door, the 
change is apparent in the comfortable 
cream of the walls trimmed with a 
darker chocolate shade. Donnaconna 
board, with soundproof and insulation 
qualities beyond measure, has been 
used throughout the entire building 
to improve the sound facilities, and to 
insure proper heating, as well as_ to 
give it a modern streamlined effect. 
Actually, a second building within the 
original, there is a heat & sound cush- 
ion of from four inches to a_ foot 
throughout the entire building, but 
the light color of the walls gives an 
effect of an actually larger room than 
there was previously. 

The auditorium of the theatre has 
had its. face lifted, no less. At regular 
intervals throughout, there are entire 
sections or small uniform spots of the 
chocolate shade to add life and inter- 
est and avoid any chance of monotony 
of pattern. This practice has been car- 
ried through to the balcony, and ceil- 
ing, and even backstage behind the 
screen. 

A vast improvement which will be 
noted by patrons is the new lighting 
arrangement. Evident immediately, 
one looks into the ceiling in the rear 
corridor to fnd subdued, restful light 
coming from built in, flush with the 
ceiling lamps. In the auditorium pro- 
per, a broad flood of light is given by 
three ceiling fixtures, which illumin- 
ate the furthest corner, in contrast to 
the murky shades’ given 
by the former drop fix 
tures. When the house 
lights are turned out for 
the screen, there are a 
battery of six ‘lumelights’ 
set on the walls, to enable 
patrons to see their way in 
or out. These are situat-

ed high enough and are dim enough, 
that they in no way interfere with the 
light on the screen, 


Not content with making it only 
look modern, the operator, Mr Hirtle, 
went to a good deal of trouble to in- 
stall an air conditioning unit in the 
furnace room. “I was fed up and so 
were the customers’’ says Mr Hirtle, 
in speaking of this addition, ‘on hav- 
ing it so hot and stuffy in the balcony 
that it was uncomfortable, and so 
chilly on the floor that it, too, was 
hard to sit in.” Now, the air is circul- 
pied all the time, and the unit can be 
changed to circulate air in the build- 
ing or r bring in fresh air from outside, 
and exhaust the old. The air is pumped 
by two circulating units, each sup- 
plied with rotary fans, a type which 
ensures constant outward motion be- 
cause there is no back pressure pro- 
duced. The entire theatre may be re- 
circulated with fresh air in between 
five and six minutes with these two 


units. 

In order to add to the solid comfort 
of patrons, the old hard bottom seats 
have been replaced in the centre aisle 
with seats padded in the back and 
chair. As circumstances and time per- 
mit, the side aisles will be changed in 
the future. 

Ladies will be exceptionally pleased 
in the thought that provided for them 
a small dressing room at the end of 
the rear corridor. Partitioned off from 
the house proper, it is entered 
through heavy drapes, A large plate 
glass mirror, which Mr Hirtle has 
been saving for years for some such 
similar purpose, graces the wall on 
the far side, and there is a dressing 
table properly fitted out. Here patrons 
may give a quick once over to their 
appearance, or make certain that 
their hat is not on straight before 
leaving. 

Not only has the physical side of the 
theatre been renovated, but the fact- 
ors making up the actual showing 
have come in for a major share of ne- 
newal, Many patrons found troub’e in 
former days with shadowy light on 
the screen when one projector was 
running. Due to a lack of intensity in 
the arc, a trouble which could not be 
corrected, the difficulty has been el- 
iminated by having the entire machine 
rebuilt. The other has been overhauled 
and both are now running with mathe- 
matical precision. Not content with 
improving only what could be seen, 
Mr Hirtle also turned his attention to 
what could, or formerly could not, be 
heard. The sound equipment has been 
restored to a high pitch of efficiency 
by changing certain tubes for other 
types, and checking completely the re- 
mainder of the machine. The result- 
ant high quality of reproduction of 
sound is certain to be appreciated by 
all, 

Other points of improvement are to 
be noted in abundance every way one 
turns in the new theatre. Patrons will 
continue to notice for some time, as 
did this observer, items that had for- 
merly escaped their notice. Typical 
of these are the column-type air 
shafts, and the recessed aisle lights in 
the balcony which in bygone days 
was as black as the pit. 

The rebuilding will be completed jn 
a week’s time, and the new and im- 
proved movie-house will open on Fri- 
day, March 6. The opening feature 
running Friday and Saturday will be 
the much heralded, “A Yank in the 
R.A.F.” starring Tyrone Power and 
Betty Grable. One of the few factors 
to escape renovation, the same wel- 
come and cheery courtesy of the staff 
will be in evidence to greet customers 
again,

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@ Growth of the credit union move- 
ment in Alberta is evidenced in fig- 
ure pertaining to operations and in 
new charters granted. Among those 
recently empowered to operate are 
East Coulee, a credit union of the 
community type serving residents of 
the East Coulee area, and the North- 
ern Telephones union, seming em- 
ployees of the Northern District, Al- 
berta Government Telephones, with 
the exception of commission agents. 
The number of unions now operating 
nears the 5 mark. At the end of Dec- 
ember, results of operations among 
47 unions showed assets at $161,494.48, 
members, 4,564. Out of these assets 
oans totalling $528,591.18 have been 
made for providednt and productive 
purposes. 

In the Legislature, Hon. E. C. Man- 
ning has introduced amendments to 
the Credit Union Act which are de- 
signed to make smoother the opera: 
tions of these savings and credit as- 
sociations, All amendments are in 
line with similar changes found neces- 
sary and workable in provinces and 
states where the movement has gained 
by experience. Included are amend- 
ments to permit officers to dispose of 
shares, permit credit unions to change 
names, and to realize on securities 
held for loans, whether the securities 
are real or personal property.

Alberta had 181 co-operatives active 
at the end of December, compared 
with 163 one year previous. In addf- 
tion, there were 16 recently incorpor- 
ated and about to commence opera- 
tions, and 78 associations in process 
or organization. The number includes 
co-operatives in the retail, farm supply 
live stock marketing, ltve stock feed- 
ing, dairy and poultry business.

COST OF LIVING BONUS 
Prohibited Without Permission 


Order of National War Labour Board 
to Employers and Employees: 


An employer who was not paying his 
employees a cost of living bonus prior 
to February 15, 1942, may not start to 
pay such a bonus on or after that date, 
nor may an employer who has been paying 
such a bonus now increase it unless he has 
specific permission from a War Labour 


Board. 


Whether in the future a bonus may be 
paid or changed in amount will depend on 
the National War Labour Board’s an- 
nouncement in May 1942, with respect to 
any change in the cost of living index 
between. October 1941, and April 1942, 
unless in a particular case a War Labour 
Board has given specific permission to do 


otherwise.

Arrangements have been completed | 
for the holding of a secret session of | 
the House of Commons. It is assumed 
that the defenses of the Pacific Coast 
and Atlantic Coast will be discussed. 

Leaders of the four Parties have 
decided on the details of arrangements 
and even the date is not known. 

The C. C. F. amendment’ to the 
Speech from the Throne was defeated 


by a wote of 190 to 16. At once two of |. 


the Liberal French Members were on 
their feet, each wanting to offer ano- 
ther amendment. Both of these were 
strongly worded and condemned the 
Government for planning to make con- 
scrition a possibiblity. No one knows 
how much strength they .will have 
but after the House closed, a bitter 
quarrel took place among the Quebec 
Members and feeling is certainly run- 
ning high. A certain group seem _ to 
disregard altogether the seriousness 
of the war and do not wish the gov- 
ernment to have a free hand in doing 
whatever they decide best to do _ to- 
ward making a maximum contribut- 
tion to the cause of democracy. 


In 1940 the Joint Defense Board 


said an Alaska Highway was of no 


special interest. In 1941 they said it 
might be of long range advantage. 
Now, President Roosevelt has stated 
that U. S. A. is “not in a position to 
repel any and all attacks on Alaska.” 
More attention is now being given to 


a road east of the Rockies. This would | 


seem to be the logical route, and if 
constructed, would mean a lot to Al- 
berta. The plan to have the road 
through British Columbia close to the 
Pacific Ocean is not talked of now. 
When it was planned it was to en- 
courage tourists to visit the North 
land, If the road is to be a_ military 
highway to transport supplies to Al- 
aska, it would seem logical to build 
it east of the Mountains in a more or 
less direct line from Chicago to Ed- 
monton and then northward. 

This is one of the projects that may 
need to be rapidly constructed as Al- 
aska is being regarded as a great pot- 
ential air base and a strategic point.
